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REASON FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. Claims 1-19 is allowed. 

2. Yamazaki teaches in order to suppress the foregoing uneven luminance as 
shown in fig. 18. a light emitting device having a structure in which four TFTs are 
provided in a pixel is devised , in the emission luminance of an EL element 1705 is 
controlled by the first to forth four thin film transistor. When the first thin film transistor 
comes to have the on state by selection signal inputted to a gate signal line and the 
third film transistor comes to have the on state by a signal inputted to a first signal line 
AZ, a gate electrode and drain region of the second thin film transistor are short 
circuited. 

Chung (U.S. Patent No. 6,970,149) shows an active matrix organic light emitting 
diode display panel circuit of reducing current and brightness nonuniformities between 
pixels by including a threshold voltage compensation circuit block between a data line 
and the pixels is provided. The threshold voltage of a video signal loaded in a data line 
is compensated for while the video signal passes through the threshold voltage 
compensation circuit block and then provided to a driving transistor of the pixels. 
The following is an examiner's statement of reason for allowance: 
The prior art fails to teach or suggest a display apparatus comprising: a data 
writing section that includes a data line which supplies an electric potential 
corresponding to an emission brightness and a first switching section which controls 
writing of electric potential that is supplied through the data line, and writes an electric 
potential corresponding to an emission brightness: and a threshold voltage detecting 
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section that includes a driver transistor which controls current according to the electric 
potential written by the data writing section: a second switching section which controls 
conduction between a gate electrode and a drain electrode of driver transistor: and a 
current controlled light emitting element that displays light with a brightness 
corresponding to a current flowing therethrough, and function as a capacitor for 
supplying electric charge to the drain electrode or a source electrode of the driver 
transistor wherein the threshold voltage detecting section detects a threshold voltage of 
the driver transistor as claimed in claims 1,18,19.
